But at the same 
time, even Senator Cranston's office 
will be polite to you if you are polite 
to them. You can't reason with peo- 
ple by screaming at them. It is to our 
advantage to project a positive image. 

Go ahead and scribble while you 
are on the phone. Then make a 
somewhat organized list of all this 
acquired information. Put it where 
you can find it, even if that means in 
your tool box. The next time the 
bureaucrats threaten our sport, as 
well as our civil liberties, you will be 
armed with valuable knowledge.

| The issue is money 


This is about the renewed helmet 
law controversy in California. I have 
sent a similar letter to Assemblyman 
Richard E. Floyd. 

I personally wear a helmet. I like to 
see my friends wear helmets, because 
they're more likely to stay around 
awhile if they do, and that would 
make my life better. But I feel that 
people must be allowed to take risks 
that don’t endanger others. Not wear- 
ing a helmet is just such a risk. 

Part of the issue 1s individual free- 
dom. It's a short step from requiring 
helmets to saying it’s illegal to go 
walking in the desert in the summer, 
because every year people do and die 
as a direct result. Many other things 
are in that category and could be sim- 
ilarly controlled. Rock climbing, 
scuba diving, motorcyling itself, could 
all be prohibited in the name of the 
social good. And where from there? 

The other part of the issue is the 
so-called social responsibility prob- 
lem. Let's consider that objectively 
for a moment. Let's consider only the 
money, because that's the issue. 

There’s a lot of talk about the 
expense of medical treatment that’ 
must be picked up by the state whena 
helmetless rider hurts himself worse 
than he would have if he'd been wear- 
ing a helmet. Two big numbers are 
getting completely ignored. One is 
the amount of money that gets spent 
when a helmet wearing rider survives 


an accident, with terrible and expen- 
sive injuries, that would surely have 
killed him had he not been wearing a 
helmet. He may become a ward of the 
state for life because he had a helmet 
on. The second missing number is 
the amount of money that gets saved, 
in a sense, when a helmetless rider 
gets killed instead of surviving with 
injuries that would cost the state a lot 
of money. 

This sounds morbid, but remember, 
the issue is money. If someone doesn’t 
like this argument, it’s not the money 
they don’t like, it’s the human side. 
That’s not the cost to society; but 
speaks rather to the other problem, 
the question of whether we should 
prevent people from taking risks. If 
we're going to consider the dollar 
costs, let's be honest about it. 

No statistics I’ve seen address those 
missing numbers. When they are taken 
into account, we might even see that 
it would save the state money to ban 
helmets. I certainly don't advocate 
that. The point is, we don't know 
what the dollar costs are, because no 
one's looked at the entire issue. 

I'm happier to see anyone wearing 
a helmet, because she/he probably 
has people that care about her/him 
and they could be longly saddened by 
a minor accident. I would like to see 
everyone educated about the fragile- 
ness of the brain and the protection 
helmets provide. But it must remain 
an individual choice. As for the dol- 
lar costs, people like to quote figures 
that support their feelings, but so far 
no one has looked at it objectively.

1986 AMA D-37/Coors Barstow -to- 
Vegas Hare and Hound 


Thomas tames 
Barstow-to-Vegas 


By Anne and Tom Van Beveren 


LAS VEGAS, NV, NOV. 29 


Desert hotshot Cliff Thomas powered his 
Yamaha to victory in the 1986 Barstow-to- 
Vegas Hare and Hound, putting his name in 
the record books as the first rider ever to 


claim the overall win in the 
prestigious desert race aboard a 
250cc motorcycle. 

Competing for the first time 


in the granddaddy of desert events, 
the 22-year-old rider from Canoga 
Park, California overcame factory- 


sponsored teams and hundreds of 
larger displacement bikes to win what 
has always been considered a race 
tailor-made for Open class machines. 

Thomas, of the Checkers M.C., 
completed the tough 170-mile course 
in three-and-a-half hours, taking the 
checkered flag just over one minute 


ahead of another 250 Yamaha piloted 
by Mike Baker of Orange, California. 

The first Open class bike to finish 
was a two-stroke Husky ridden into 
third overall by Team Husqvarna's 
Dan Ashcraft. Ashcraft finished just 
ahead of Eric Hallgath, who turned 
in an amazing performance on a 125 
Yamaha. Fifth overall went to Team 
Husky ace and last year's B-to-V 
champion, Dan Smith, who was rid- 
ing his four-stroke Husky. 

The race, which was organized by 
AMA/D-37'sSports Committee, drew 
more than 2,000 requests for entries, 
but BLM land userestrictions limited 
the total number of riders to 1,200. 

The banner dropped on the first 
wave just after 7:30 a.m, and 300 
expert riders powered off the starting 
line just north of Barstow, California 
and headed east towards Las Vegas, 
Nevada. Riders in other classes fol- 
lowed in four waves, about 15 min- 
utes apart. 

Riders battled for position on the 
sandy uphill of the bomb run, push- 
ing for a place out of the dust at the 
front of the pack. As the experts 
swept past the strobe light that served 
as the bomb, Ted Hunnicutt, on an 
Open class Kawasaki, was battling 
for the lead with Ashcraft; Cliff 
Thomas was in hot pursuit. 


The three-way duel continued for 
the first 15 miles as the race paralleled 
I-15, but when the course went under 
the highway for the first time at Basin 
Road, Bruce Ogilvie, this year’s over- 
all winner of the SCORE Baya 1000, 
blasted through to the front. 

Ogilvie (Honda XR600) went under 
the highway 15 seconds ahead of 
Hunnicutt, with Thomas in third 
and Ashcraft powering down the sand 
wash in fourth overall. Mike Baker’s 
250 was a few seconds behind in fifth, 
with Hallgath, who had abandoned 
his usual 250 Husky in favor of a new 
125 Yamaha, holding the C class lead 
in sixth overall. 

District 37 hotshot Charlie Morris, 
Jr. (250 Husky), Idaho’s Dan Huskey 
(250 Suzuki), Ogilvie’s Baja 1000 co- 
rider Chuck Miller (Honda 600) and 
Team Husky's Larry Roeseler (430 
Husky) rounded out the top 10. 

The racers headed into the first gas 
at Rasor Road, and then continued 
their fast-paced run east towards the 
second gas at Halloran Springs. 

Ogilvie continued his reign at the 
front of the pack and had stretched 
his lead out to a full 45 seconds as the 
course crossed Zzyzx Road. Early 
frontrunner Hunnicutt had fallen off 
the pace and was back in fifth overall, 
lettung Thomas take over second a 
scant five seconds in front of the hard 
charging Ashcraft. Baker had worked 
his way up into fourth overall, and 
Morris had pushed past Hallgath to 
take over fifth. 

Some rapid riding after the first gas 
had finally put the pre-race favorite 
on the map. Dan Smith, who won 
B-to-V in 1983 and 1985, was still in 
bandages after crashing at the Baja 
1000 and got off to a slow start that 
left him stuck back in the dust in the 
early running. But his bid to take a 
third win in the event was back on 
track by the time the pink-ribboned 
course reached Zzyzx Road and the 
Team Husky ace had pushed his way 
up into seventh overall. 

Hallgath's 125 screamed across 
Zzyzx Road in eighth overall, with 
Baja ace Chuck Miller and another 
slow-start rider, Team Husky’s Garth 
Sweetland, close behind. 

Ogilvie was still in front as riders 
flashed through the second gas and 
started a large loop that ran to the 
east, away from the highway, led 
through Clark Mountains, then drop- 
ped down to gas three at Stateline. 

Thomas had cut Ogilvie’s lead to 
13 seconds as the course crossed Cima 
Road at the base of Clark Mountains, 
and was hard on the gas as he started 
into the steeper section of the race. 

Baker had elbowed his way into 
third overall going into the moun- 
tains, just 11 seconds behind Tho- 
mas, leaving the Team Husky trio of 
Ashcraft, Smith and Sweetland to 
fight it out for fourth place. 

Hallgath was showing just what’s 
possible on a 125 in seventh overall, 
with Don Griewe’s Open class Husky 
making its first appearance among 
the frontrunners in eighth. Roeseler 
was still hanging onto ninth overall, 
with Charlie Morris slipping back to 


th. : 

With Thomas making up time 
behind him, Ogilvie was pushing 
hard as he set out to tackle the Clark 
Mountain section of the trail. But the 
Baja champ's hopes of bagging his 
second big name race this year were 
dashed when a routine rear flat re- 
portedly developed into a race-stop- 
ping problem. His tire apparently 
came completely off the rim and 
wound around the motorcycle's swing- 
arm. 
"Icaught Ogilvie on the pass com- 
ing down into the third gas," Tho- 
mas told Cycle News. “I was making 
up time on him, but he got a flat tire 
that destroyed itself and that's when I 
finally caught him." 





Mike Baker made it a 1-2 showing for Yamaha by claiming second overall. 
The California rider finished one minute behind Thomas. 


With the sidelined Ogilvie report- 
edly retiring at the third gas, the last 
section of the race was smooth sailing 
for Thomas. He cleared Stateline, 
crossed under the highway, then start- 
ed the final and toughest leg of the 
race — a choppy, cross-grain section 
littered with rocks; it gave the tired 
riders little chance to relax on their 
way to the finish line, located near 
Sloan, Nevada. 

Thomas took the checkered flag 
after more than three hours of gruel- 
ing, high-speed racing. He finished 
with a convincing lead of more than 
one minute over Mike Baker, and 
took the flag more than two minutes 
ahead of the first Open bike, piloted 
by Ashcraft. Hallgath did some low 
flying in the tighter mountain sec- 
tion to take fourth overall, finishing 
hard on Ashcraft’s heels. 

“I can't believe it — I won," a jubi- 
lant Thomas said at the finish. “This 
is the first time I've ever ridden the 
race, and I thought the course was 
going to be a lot smoother than it 
was. It was really rough, especially 
the last 50 miles, and it was just as fast 
as I'd expected. 

“TI had no problems at all — it was 
a flawless ride," he said. "I didn't 
crash and I didn't have to work on my 
bike, which is just as well because my 
tools fell out of my fanny pack back 
there somewhere.” 

With such strong competition from 
the Husqvarna and Honda factory- 
sponsored riders, Cliff “Diver” 
Thomas was the first to agree that his 
victory was an upset. 

Although he had been highly placed 
in D-37 desert racing as a teenager, 
Thomas dropped out of racing in 
1982. He reappeared on the desert 
scene after buying a new Yamaha in 
June of this year, and almost 1mme- 
diately established himself as a force 
to be reckoned with. 

“I think I might have surprised a 
lot of people with this win," said 
Thomas. “I’m not one of the big 
names yet and I only just got my first 
sponsor. I'm on the Yamaha support 
team through Montclair Yamaha. I 


only started racing again back in 
June, and I think this win shows I've 
finally got my stuff together.” 

Baker, who finished second overall 
despite injuring his wrist in a fall 
early in the event, said he thought the 
race would never end. 

“That last 45 miles or whatever it 
was seemed like forever," he said. 
“And some of the corners weren't 
marked very well on the Nevada side, 
but overall the race was great. 

"I had some problems at one stage 
when I got caught in the dust and 
couldn't see a thing. That's when I 
went down. It took the wind out of 
me really quick in that fall.” 

Today's race was Baker's third ride 
in B-to-V competition. “Last year I 
didn't even make it to the bomb, so 
I'm really happy to be up here in 
second this time,” he said. 

Third overall, first in the Open 
class, went to Dan Ashcraft (Scott/Hi- 
Point/Pro Circuit/DMC/Dunlop/ 
Troy Lee/Bell Helmets) who was 
happy to just finish the race. 

“God, I finished — I can't believe 
it," said Ashcraft, a rider who has 
seen his 1986 season plagued with 
mechanical difficulties. 

“The bike worked so well; every- 
thing was great," he said. "My only 
problem was that we forgot to put the 
hose back on top of the tank at gas 
three and I got gassed out in that last 
section.” 

Ashcraft said his ride almost came 
to an end just after the first gas stop. 

“Me and Cliff (Thomas) were side- 
by-side going down the road after the 
pit and I backed off for a drop off,” he 
said. “Cliff got about a bike length 
ahead of me over the drop, which put 
me in his dust and all of a sudden 
there was a big motorhome coming 
backwards on the course. I went 
charging into the bushes on the side 
of the course trying to miss it; it was 
pretty close." 

Fourth-place Hallgath described 
the course as “perhaps a little fast for 
2125." 

“I thought it was a really good 
course, but it was pretty fast and you

have to push hard on a 125,” said the 
Granada Yamaha/Answer/Gaerne/ 


Silkolene/Scott Goggles/Bell 
Helmets-sponsored Hallgath. “I did 
not get a very good start — about four 
kicks — and after that I just had to 
keep passing people. It was pass, 
pass, pass all the way.” 

“The bike was great and I'm happy 
to be with Yamaha,” he said. "They're 
really going to be getting into desert 
racing a lot more now." 

Smith, who finished fifth overall 
(second open expert) despite his Baja 


injuries, was happy with his perfor- 
mance. "I just went for a trail ride,” 
he said after taking the checkered 
flag. "My aim was just to finish and I 
think I did just great getting second. I 
hurt pretty good now though. Maybe 
I shouldn't have ridden so hard." 
Smith said his only problem was 
getting the big Husky to corner. 
"Look at my front tire; it’s a total 
baldy,” he said. ''I'd try to make turns 
and it just wouldn't work at all." 
Husky's Garth Sweetland survived 
a sixth-gear bail off and rode the last 
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Team Husqvarna's Dan Smith, winner of last year's B-to-V desert compe- 
tition, finished fifth overali, second Open Expert. 


20 miles of the race on a rear flat tire 
to take sixth overall in his first B-to-V 
attempt. 

"My main problem was at the 
start," said the open expert from 
Phoenix, Arizona. “I got my usual 
bad start, one of those two kick things, 
and then I didn't know anything 
about the bomb because I got here 
late and didn't get a chance to prac- 
tice on it.

eighth overall (first in the Vet class). 

“This is my first ride since the Baja 
500 back in June, so I got tired really 
quick," said Harden. “Other than 
that I had fun. 

“This is my last ride on a Husky 
too," he said. "I resigned two weeks 
ago, so that's it for me after being 
with Husky for 12 years. I' m going to 
keep active in racing through and 
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hopefully race some Vet stuff next 
year." 

Ninth overall went to Paul Krause, 
who told Cycle News his Honda 500 
still has not learned how to behave on 
the starting line. 

"What do you mean, ‘did it start?’ 
Of course it didn't," said Krause. “As 
per usual, I kicked and kicked and 
ended up last off the line. I was play- 
ing catch up the whole race. I thought 
that I rode real well, but everything 
that was out here to get me, got me.” 

Krause, who thanked Craig Adams 
of Escondido Honda for lending him 
the extra rear wheel that got him to 
the finish after an early flat, grabbed 
ninth from Eddie Ogden, Jr. just 
before the finish, relegating the 
Yamaha 250 pilot to 10th overall. 

Grant Palenske (250 Honda) fin- 
ished 11th overall, followed by Mike 
McDonald (500 Kawasaki) and Char- 
lie Morris, Jr., who was almost unable 
to walk after ramming a rock with his 
foot just after gas three. 

Team Husky’s Larry Roeseler, who 
finished 14th overall on a 1987 430 
Cross Country, was unhappy with 
his finish. 

“This race is jinxed for me," he 
said. “‘I’ve won every off-road race in 
the world but I can’t win this one. It 
was lots of little things this time — I 
got a flat tire and I did the wildest 
crash of my career, just after the 
bomb. I don’t know what happened 
but I ended up flying backwards on 
the bike in a wheelie position. 

“The bike ran great and the sus- 
pension was great," he said. “It was 
the first time we’ve raced one of these 
in the country.” 

John Braasch, who rode a 125 
Yamaha from Granada Yamaha, fin- 
ished 16th overall to take second in 
the C class Expert division, finishing 
just ahead of 125 Cagiva-mounted 
Bryan Folks of Las Vegas, who fin- 
ished 18th overall. 

First in the Senior class went to 
Richard Jackson in 29th overall. His 


closest rival 1n the Over 40 división, 


Dick Myer, finished 55th overall. 
The Super Senior class was won by 
Curt Horst in 76th overall, with Jim 
Main taking second in 117th overall. 
The first woman rider to cross the 
finish line (140th overall) was Dana 
Bell on a Yamaha IT200.

“Tt was easy compared to the regu- 
lar hare and hounds we have in D-37, 
but I wish they’d put the last section 
first,” said Rieger. “I was sore by then 
and it was so rough I had a hard time 
hanging on. 

"I got a three-kick start but I was 
still first one to the bomb. I couldn’t 
figure out why everyone was going so 
slow,” said Reiger, who expects to be 
bumped up to the Amateur ranks any 
day. 

"I hope they bump me up," he 
said. “I want to start with Smith and 
them. I [inished 109th overall today 
so I must've passed about 700 guys. 
I'd like to see what I can do starting 
on the front row.”

GAINESVILLE, FL, NOV. 15-16 


The 9th Annual Dragbike USA National 
Finals at Gainesville Raceway featured 
action that was hotter than ever. Special 
attention was paid to the Top Fuel class as 


the meet would determine the 
number. one plate holder in 
that class after the most com- 
petitive Top Fuel season since 
the sport’s inception. 


Sixteen entrants tried to make . 


the select eight-man field and some of 
the great names in the sport had to sit 
out the contest—names like Larry 
McBride, Mike Malone, Phil Jiminez, 
Chris Hand, Terry Stonecipher and 
Duke McDonald. And it took two 
qualifiers breaking—the Mr. Turbo 
Hofmeister and Larry Hayes—to get 
the world's quickest motorcycle, the 
6.98 second machine of Mark Miller, 
into the field along with hometowne! 
Roland Stuart. 

Super field? Sure, 7.23 low ET for 
Elmer Trett at a record 199.11 mph. 

In round one, Trett took out Bobby 
Feeler with a 7.56/192.30 as Feeler's 
Kawasaki broke. Next, Rusty Quesen- 


berry's Star Cycle turbo pulled a tre- 
mendous upset and beat defending 
champ Bobby Baker's turbo in an off- 
pace test, 8.44 to 8.47. Stuart's winged 
Suzuki then knocked out Charles 
Israel's turbo, 8.15/177.16 to 8.46, 
108.04, and Miller on the Brunson 
Miller/Lundquist/Bill Hahan 
prepped machine returned to win- 
ning form with a 7.42/182.55 win 
over the new Kevin Tooma entry 
which was trailered after turning in a 
losing 7.79/180.00. 

Round two saw Trett top Stuart, 
7.427/192.71 to 7.98/182.18, and then 
Miller earned his wav into the final 
against Trett with a 7.58/180.36 win 
over Quesenberry, who clocked in at 
8.001/161.87. 

The stage was set. Miller had to 
beat Irett to win the number one 
plate. Miller's terrible qualifying 
effort, ninth in the 16-man field, and 
Trett's fast qualifying effort had

given Trett a 70-point lead at the 
event, and his speed record of 199.11 
added 75 points to his total. The two 
were even on rounds won going into 
the final and Miller went to the line 
with a 25-point lead over Trett, but 
needing the victory to hold him off. 
Had Miller duplicated his best Gai- 
nesville Saturday night time in qual- 
ifying (a 7.19), he would have topped 
the field in qualifying and completely 
shut Trett out of the title picture. 

Miller's tale of woe is nearly beyond 
belief. On Saturday morning, the 
world's quickest motorcycle and race 
team came to the track “on the hook” 
as their motorhome and trailer con- 
ked out on the way to the track. 

That was only the beginning of 
their troubles. 

With a totally new combination, 
Miller came to the line on his first 
qualifying shot and blew a rear tire, 
crashed into the guardrail and dam- 
aged the machine slightly. 

His best effort Saturday was an 8.23, 
good for seventh position that night. 
But that didn't last long as the team 
came to the track on Sunday with 
nitro deleted from the turbo’s diet to 
compensate for less than ideal trac- 
tion caused by the cold temperatures 
during the Saturday night session. 
Well, to make a long story short, the 
car runs the previous night had beaten 
the track into a really good bite situa- 
tion and Miller came up short on 
power. Several others had left their 
machines alone and they qualified 
the Miller's BML machine right out 
of the program. But as mentioned, 
two machines broke and Miller made 
the program. 

BML team boss Fred Brunson said,

one, then lose. This time we've quali- 
fied so lousy that we're going to 
win.” | 

Brunson was nearly right, but a red 
light in the final capped Miller's try- 
ing weekend and sealed the number 
one plate for Trett. Holding nothing 
back, Trett boomed to a 7.54/196.93. 

Iwenty-three Funnybikes took 
their best shot at Gainesville and 18 
survived to report for the first round 
of the all-run contest. In the final, 
Neil Lane took the win over Pete 
Barnhart, 8.033/161.29 to 8.15/164.83. 

Red hot qualifying and record- 
setting performances by Dave Schultz 
and Mike Keyte highlighted early 
Pro Stock action, but Superbike Mike 
broke two rockers upon firing up for 
round one and retired, heartbroken, 
from the meet. 

After Keyte’s retirement, the class 
competition turned into a Dave 


Schultz/George Bryce show. In the 
final, Bryce knocked the tree down on 
the gate Job, topping Schultz .436 to 
.525 in reaction time. The pair then 
ran down the quarter-mile strip as 1f 
they were tied together and when 
they flashed through the finish line 
lights, Bryce had won with his slower 
8.41 (8.848 total) and 157.61 topping 
the 8.33 (8.858 total) and 159.85 of 
Schultz. You can’t get much closer 
than that! 

The Pro Competition class, which 
pits nitro Harleys against big-inch 
Japanese gas cammers with carbs, 
was won in a most unusual way by a 
Harley ridden by Sonny Michalowski. 
John Sachs cruised to the win in the 
final at 8.43/153.06 after Michalowski 
got sideways on his launch and 
crashed into the concrete guardwall. 
But due to a misunderstanding by 
Sachs, regarding engine size in Pro 
Comp, his machine was disqualified, 
and the win given to Michalowski— 
rubber side up. 

Mick Bengert boomed to a stun- 
ning 8.40/151.51 to win the Pro 
Dragster final over Bill Furr's 8.61/ 
147.05. 

The Pro Gas win went to Tom 
Layton over Roy Hagadoorn, 9.24 to 
9.262. 

Theno wheelie-bar Pro Street class 
was topped by the new National 
number one plate holder Kenny Wil- 
liams. Williams downed Mark Con- 
ner in the final, 8.61/161.29 to 9.38/ 
141.28. 

Mike Hodge took the Super Gas 
win back to the Precision Cycle Works 
shop in Miami, edging out Bob Sin- 
clair. Hodge’s winning numbers were 
10.22/118. 

Competition Eliminator’s final had 
two teammates, Jim Haulser and 
Andrew Rosamilia of Hausler Engi- 
neering, facing each other. The win 
went to Hausler with a superb 9.18 
142.40 to Rosamilia's 9.94/131.19. 

Eighty-seven machines responded 
to the first call in ET Bracket racing 
and topping the field was home- 
towner "Rapid" Roy Johnson. John- 
son took all the marbles home with a 
9.77/125.34 over runner-up Bob Pel- 
legrini's off-pace 10.75 on his 10.49 
dial-in. 

Production Eliminator’s number 
one plate went to Dan Laginestra 
even though he finished second to the 
Harley 883 Evolution Sportster of 
Jim Foust. Foust’s performance on 
the Action Cycle Works/Fisher H-D 
entry was a record-setting one as he 
turned in a 14.49/83.87 winning run 
while Laginestra and his Honda 700

Team Husqvarna's Ed Lojak captured the 
series title with the overall win at the Fall 
Fireball 100 in Tarentum. The Smith Gog- 
e]es/Metzeler/Bel-Ray/Autolite/Hi-Point- 


backed hometown rider came 
into the final race of the nine 
race series needing a win to beat 
out Husqvarna teammate Mark 
Hyde and Australian Can-Am pilot 
Geoff Ballard in the complicated best 
five-of-nine points breakdown. But 
with Hyde in self-exile with injuries 
and Ballard now at home Down 
Under, Lojak took command of the 
finale early and eased to the title. 

Also claiming titles were Stan Lojak 
in the Open A class, Ben Hamrick in 
the 200cc A ranks, Four-Stroke class 
rider Scott Summers, Henry Stankie- 
wicz in the Senior A division, and 
Harry Greenlee in the Super Senior 
class. 

Amateur division champions in- 
cluded Senior B rider Joe Hull, Robert 
Ellis in the Open B pack, 250 B 
winner Gig Roach, and Forrest Stark 
in the 200cc B class. All of the Amateur 
division winners will be eligible for 
the drawing for a brand new Suzuki 
RM250 to be given away at the Cross 
Country Awards Banquet in January. 

Class winners in the season finale 
included Lojak's overall and 250cc A 
class victory, Stan Lojak in the Open 
A ranks, Hamrick in the 200cc A 
class, Stankiewicz s Senior A class 
win, Carey Stump in the Four-Stroke 
division, Rich Carr in the Super 
Senior class, Open B winner Bob Ellis, 
Roach in the 250cc B class, Senior B 
victor John Kubli, and 200cc B win- 
ner Stark. 

Thenine-mile long Fireball course 
was thought by many of the riders to 
be the best of the series. Steep rolling 
hills lined with tight woods, dropping 
into numerous creek crossings and 
river bottom trails, where approxi- 
mately 3000 fans watched, made the 
race exciting throughout the day. 

Even more exciting was the fact 
that deer season opened the day before, 
and just about every participant wore 
his brightest gear voluntarily. No 
one was bagged, although a teenage 
girl was lost in the bush until 9 p.m., 
three and a half hours after dark. Like 
a Hollywood happy ending, the girl 
was found by Tarentum's favorite 
son — you guessed it — Ed Lojak. 

Lojak's day was not a bed of roses 
entirely. After fighting off a deter- 
mined Stan Lojak for seven laps, the 
leader trashed his Husky’s pipe and 
considered a time-consuming pit stop. 
But upon learning that the other 
Lojak had injured his hand a lap 
before, Eddie decided to rough it out 
with the faulty exhaust. Following 
Lojak home in the overall column 
were a surprising Duane Conner, 
Stan Lojak, KTM-mounted Bob 
Elliott, and Morgantown, West Vir- 
ginia’s Tom Harris, who broke into 
the top five overall for the first time 
this season. 

With Summers having clinched 
the title at the Big Bear in October and 
electing not to ride the Fireball, the 


Four-Stroke class appeared to be up 
in the air. But Kentucky’s big Carey 
Stump brought the house down on 
his ultra-loud Can-Am. The first lap 
saw Stump two full minutes ahead of 
the other boomers, and by the end of 
the day his lead was 17 minutes. This 
meant that Stump covered one more 
lap than anyone else in that class and 
he also earned ninth in the overall 
tally. Amos Bennett and David Hall, 
Yamaha and Can-Am mounted re- 
spectively, went two-three. Bennett’s 
runner-up spot ensured him second 
overall in the series. 

In the Senior A class tilt, Fireball 
fans were treated to the usual good 
show provided by New Jersey’s Stan- 
kiewicz and Scott Wolfersberger. 
Throughout the year the two trail 
partners have taken turns at the front 
of the class, with Stankiewicz winning 
four of the previous events while 
Wolfersberger carded four seconds. 
The Fireball went much the same 
way. Wolfersberger took the early 
lead with Stankiewicz attached to his 
rear fender until taking the lead on 
lap four. Stankiewicz slowly opened 
the gap on lap seven after Wolfers- 
berger played a close game of follow- 
the-leader to that point. Jim Wojanis 
grabbed third for the day. 

Roach dueled with Marty Daubert 
in the 250cc B class for several laps 
before pulling away for the win on 
his Kawasaki. But further back David 
Molnar was turning heads. After 
rounding lap one a full six minutes 
behind the leader in 33rd place, Mol- 
nar began blowing by riders at an 
amazing rate until finally on the 
seventh lap he passed Daubert for 
second. Roach was long gone out 
front, but Molnar's comeback earned 
him a well-deserved second and the 
tie-breaker advantage in the points 
standings after having deadlocked 
with Harold Nicholson for second be- 
hind Roach. Nicholson’s third was 
his best series finish to date. 

Stark's 200cc B class win gave him 
the distinction of being the only rider 
to win five class events throughout 
the series, but his last win was prob- 
ably the toughest yet. Stark battled all 
day long with Kawasaki-mounted 
Ray Niebel. The KX pilot led Stark's 
Yamaha for four laps before the soon- 
to-be champ got by. Niebel stayed 
right in the hunt all the way to finish 
and crossed the line just 20 seconds 
behind Stark. Third on the day went 
to series runner-up Larry Cooley with 
Craig Jones and Glenn Schafer 
rounding out the top five. 

The Fireball proved to be extremely 
important to the Senior B class ratings. 
With Hull having clinched the title 
in the Big Bear, the other top five 
spots were up for grabs. Just three 
points separated Richard Scott, Don- 
ald Stanley, and Jimmy Vandenberghe 
going in, and things got even closer 
when somehow all three ended up 
trailing the pack after the first circuit. 


With winning the event out of the 
question, survival became a goal for 


- each. Up front John Kubli was guid- 


ing his KTM to the early lead and 
eventually the win. James Nickol- 
opoulos gained second when Allen 
Wilber cashed it in after running 
second until the seventh lap. A 10th 
place finish by Stanley meant that the 
three-way tug-of-war over second was 
his, while Vanderberghe and- Scott 
went 3-4 on a tie-breaker. 

Richard Carr used a three minute 
advantage earned on the first lap to 
beat out promoter/racer Dave Coombs 
in the Super Senior class. All after- 
noon long Coombs tried to make up 
the disadvantage on the leading Kawa- 
saki, but at the checkers it was still 
three minutes. Greenlee took the series 
title with Roger Rhoades second and 
Charles Galbraith third. Coombs’ sec- 
ond also meant that the team cham- 
pionship (three man teams designated 
at the first race in Florida this past 
March would combine scores after 
the finale for the team championship) 
would go to the Stankiewicz/Wolfers- 
berger/Coombs trio with Hamrick/ 
Stark/ Bennett second and Lojak/Lo- 
jak/Lojak third. 

In the Open B class Robert Ellis 
took the lead early and was never 
headed as he raced to the win and the 
title. The complicated scoring table 
allowed Ellis to move by series leader 
John Vincent who nailed down second 
on the day after starting 23rd. Having 
already turned in five scores, Vincent 
needed only to better his tally. But 
Ellis' surprise win overturned the top 
of the charts and he won the title by 
four points when his five best were 
added together. Russ Geneway’s third 
on the day pushed him by Jeff Barn- 
hart for third in the standings. 

Lojak's win in the 250cc A class 
was pretty much expected, but Con- 
ner's second attracted just as much 
attention as the victor. Conner, who 
hails from nearby Washington, Penn- 
sylvania, and prefers Yamahas, started 
towards the front early and held his 
own throughout the day. Elliott fin- 
ished three minutes behind Conner 
for third with David Santi and Jeff 
Murgel fourth and fifth. 

The other Lojak winner, Stanley, 
earned his trophy more than any 
other participant. Stan chased Eddie 
for seven full laps before suddenly 
falling off the pace and eventually 
losing second overall to Conner. It 
was later learned that he had broken 
his hand. Applause for him at the 
trophy presentation was loud, long, 
and well-deserved. Tom Harris, Rob 
Toole, and Kurt Bowman followed 
Lojak in the Open A results. 

Dry Fork, West Virginia's Ben 
Hamrick won the 200cc A race and 
title after holding off Donald Bigley 
for the length of the season. Bigley 
earned second on the day by finishing 
just two minutes behind Hamrick, last 
year's 200cc B champ. Mike McCarren 
was third at Fireball but Kent Stanley 
took the third place series spot with a 
fourth 1n the Fireball. e

series, and with the final top 10 riders 
being treated to a Bahamas cruise the 
first weekend in December, the action 
was intense. 

Bellora's Friday night win came 
after a race-long battle with Wad- 
dington and Dave Coombs, who was 
returning to the series after a two- 
month injury-induced layoff. 

Bellora appeared to have a shot at 
the Saturday finale as well, but a col- 
lision with second place Fred An- 
drews left him out of contention. 
Waddington picked up the slack and 
held off Emery Anden and Tim 
Coombs to the checkers. 

With Mike Bias having clinched 
the Arenacross title in Richmond two 
weeks earlier, spots two through 10 
were up for grabs. Another consistent 
weekend of top five finishes allowed 
New Jersey's Barry Carsten to make 
upa 12-point deficit on second-ranked 
Andrews to capture the number two 
position by a scant one point. Bellora 
also made some waves in the ratings, 
jumping three spots past Tim 
Coombs, the injured Jeff Glass, and 
Davey Coombs. O'Neal's Brian Stan- 
ley, Answer-backed David Hand, and 
Kawasaki-mounted Brian Carroll will 


also be on deck for the banquet cruise 
as they rounded out the top 10. 


Friday's program got underway 
with qualifying as Ohio's Andrews 
opened the action with a first heat 
win. Andrews, who 1s headed to Eur- 
ope along with Bias for some over- 
sea's hardcross before the '87 Arena- 
cross Series opens, was challenged by 
super-fast New Yorker and National 
number 39 Kurt McMillen. The two 
pulled away from Stanley and Wad- 
dington early and proceeded to leap 
and lap their way to the flag. 

Heat two was all Bellora, who was 
participating on a Honda for the first 
time ever. Anden was an early threat, 
as was Tim Coombs, but by the end 
of the race it was Bellora alone out 
front, followed by Hand, Davey 
Coombs, and Tim Coombs. 

After some ATV racing the final 
was set to go, and off the gate it was 
McMillen and Andrews in the lead. 
But in turn two they collided and 
went down in a heap, along with a 
few other riders. Bellora and Wad- 
dington got around the traffic jam on 
the outside and led fellow survivors 
Brian Carroll, the Coombs brothers, 
and Anden on lap one. Bellora looked 
comfortable in the lead as he mas- 
tered the front straight double-then- 
triple jumps. 

As Bellora continued to lead Wad- 


dington, both were suddenly passed 
by a flying McMillen, who was busy 
trying to unlap himself after the turn 
two mishap. McMillen succeeded and 
then some, reworking his way back 
through the field and all the way to 
eighth. Bellora was now stretching 
his lead over Waddington up front, 
buton lap four AXO-sponsored Davey 
Coombs stuffed the New Englander 
after the triples and scooted into 
second. Also moving up was Yamaha- 
mounted Carsten, who was now 
fourth. As therace wore down Coombs 
continued to stay close to Bellora, 
and when the leaders hit a string of 
lappers with three laps left, Coombs 
had his chance. But Bellora crested 
the triples way to the outside and flat- 
traded 1t around everyone to hold his 
lead. When the checkers finally fell it 
was still Bellora first with Coombs, 
Waddington, Carsten, and Hand 
rounding out the top five. 

Saturday's qualifying saw Andrews 
and new pre-race favorite McMillen 
take heat wins, while top guns Bel- 
lora, Anden, and Hand were forced 
into the consolation round. But all 
three made it and a super fast field 
was set for the final. 

Anden led the charge into turn one 
with Andrews, Bellora, Waddington, 
and Tim Coombs following. McMil- 
len again had difficulty completing 
the first lap and rounded the green 
flag ninth. 

It took Bellora two laps to get by 
Anden and take the lead, but Anden 
kept up the pace and attached him- 
self to the leader’s fender. Andrews 
was also on the gas, and he hounded 
the runnerup until the halfway mark. 
Andrews then made a pass stick and 
picked up the chase of Bellora. 

For three laps the two Hondas 
stayed wheel to wheel, but while 
landing off of the triples Bellora’s 
front end washed out and he rolled 
across the track — directly in front of 
a landing Andrews. For the second 
night in a row Andrews was out 
while running second. 

Anden found himself again in the 





lead with just three laps to go, but 
Waddington had other ideas. A 
smooth inside-outside pass gave Wad- 
dington the lead witha lap anda half 
to go, and that’s the way they fin- 
ished. Third place went to Tim 
Coombs with Carsten, McMillen, and 
Hand following. 

After the 125cc final the Coliseum 
hosted a World Sports team race as 
New York hosted Pittsburgh. Each 
team sent out five riders, one of 
which wore a points jersey. Which- 
ever club’s pointsman crossed the 
checkered flag would take the win. 
Tim Coombs, riding against Pitts- 
burgh for the first time, got the nod as 
pointsman for New York while Bel- 
lora wore the colors for the visitors. 

Off the line it was Bellora in the 
lead as Andrews and Stanley stacked 
up Coombs for Pittsburgh. Things 
started to get a little out of hand when 
New York's John Frankoand McMil- 
len began doing some serious block- 
ing on Bellora as Coombs continued 
to be hounded by the notorious 
Andrews. 

Finally, with a corner to go, New 
York’s Carsten pushed Bellora to the 
outside as Andrews drove Coombs to 
the banners as well. Coombs T-boned 
the stalled Bellora and both went 
down hard and came up swinging. 
The on-track scuffle turned into a 
free-for-all. With officials trying to 
stop the brawl and the roars from the 
jam-packed stands deafening, Coombs 
found his way to his bike and raced 
out of the struggle for an extremely 
exciting New York win. e

Team Hammer and 
Polen win Willow finales

Team Hammer’s Doug Toland, Peter Car- 
roll and Tim O’ Kennedy finished off their 
season by winning the AFM Six-Hour 
Endurance race at Willow Springs Inter- 


national Raceway. It was Ham- 
mer’s 25th career win and the 
sixth win of their 1986 National 
Championship-winning sea- 
son. Texan Doug Polen also ended 
his highly-successful season in style 
by winning the final installment of 
the AFM Toyota/Coca-Cola/Bud- 
weiser Formula USA race of the 
season. 

"We wanted to try some things 
out," Team Hammer's O'Kennedy 
said of the win. “Just to blow out a 
cobweb or two." 

Not to mention the rest of the 
competition. Team Hammer hand- 
ily won Saturday's marathon, cover- 


ing 203 laps on the 2.5-mile, nine- 
turn course (507.5 miles) with their 
Suzuki 1100 and beating 68 other 
entries. 

The Team Hammer trio had no 
problems with the bike in breezing by 
the rest of the field. In fact, about the 
stiffest competition Team Hammer 
faced in the Saturday six-hour wasn't 
riding like the wind, it was the wind 
itself. Strong gusts from the northeast 
made its presence felt, causing several 
scary situations. It was so strong that 
itblew O'Kennedy off the track briefly 
at one point late in the race. 

"It was a huge problem,” he said. 
“T had trouble keeping the bike point- 
ed the right way. In turn nine (a long, 











sweeping turn), it was moving me 
over about three feet and you never 
knew what way. One second I was 
up, then all of a sudden I was on a 


knee.” 


The wind wasn't the only prob- 
lem. As the day wore on to late after- 
noon, and the sun started sinking in 
the autumn desert sky, Carroll said 
visibility became a problem. 

But along with the wind came 
lower temperatures, which made rid- 
ing comfortable — as long as one 
could stay on the track. 

“Tt was nice and cool," said Toland, 
who added that he almost lost it him- 
self on the front straightaway because 
of the wind. “We could have rode for 
an hour and a half at a time. But I still 
would have prefered it warm than 
windy." 

Unofficially the Hypercycle team 
of Carry Andrew and Jeff Herzog fin- 
ished second on a Suzuki GSXR750 
and Team Phantom, made up of 
Terry French and Dennis Costello 
finished third, also on a Suzuki 
GSXR750. 

Despite the strong winds and pack- 
ed track, there were only two major 
problems on the day. 

The race had to be stopped on the 
first lap and restarted when Mike 
Minig went down in turn one. About 
four hours into the race, a rider from 
the team of Bruce Wilson (a Los 
Angeles Police Deptartment motor- 
cycle patrolman who organized the 
year's earlier Police Olympics road 
race), Frank Dominici, Frank Scurria 
and Barry Burke went down and the 
race was stopped again. 


Team Hammer led from the start 
and had only one real threat. With 
just an hour and 45 minutes gone by, 
only one bike, the team of Donnie 
Greene, Brian Brinkman and Paul 
Vogel were left on the lead lap with 
Team Hammer. Soon after that mark, 
however, the engine blew up on the 
Suzuki GSXR1100 with Greene a- 
board and that was the end of the 
threat. 

The action went from long dis- 
tance on Saturday to sprint races on 
Sunday, which brought on a new 
threat to the sleepy western town of 
Rosamond. 

That threat was from Polen, who is 
proving that the old west isn't dead. 
In spirit at least. 

Polen has made a lot of money 
travelling around the nation like an 


old-time gunfighter-for-hire, beating 
other riders to the draw and to the 
finish line. The Formula USA Series, 
with no rules as its main rule, would 
seem like the perfect job for Polen. 
But he just couldn’t seem to break 
away from tearing up Eastern tracks. 
He managed to make it to Willow 
Springs twice for Formula USA races 
before the final affair, finishing 
second in one and crashing — with 
Toland — in another. 

Now a racing series with no limit 
on engine size or type of fuel seems 
crazy enough, but leave it to a guy 
like Polen to take full advantage. 

“The rules allow us to do whatever 
we want to do,” Polen said before the 
eight-lap race. “And boy does my 
bike run good on methanol. 

"It makes 160 horsepower on the 
dyno — that's about 70 over what it 
was. I mean, it's an unlimited deal so 
why not use it? We were thinking 
about adding a little nitro, but we 
decided, naw.” 

Needless to say, Polen won — 
without the help of nitro. He started 
in the third row and by the first lap's 
end had moved into second behind 
Chris Steward. Polen sailed by Ste- 
ward two laps later and quickly began 
pulling away from the pack. Steward 
was second while Earl Roloff held 
down third. 

The win didn't make any differ- 
ence in the points standings. Roloff 
still won the Formula USA points 
championship, having wrapped it 
up last month when points leader 
Jim Vreeke of Canoga Park fell and 
broke an elbow in the October race. 

The championship was sweet for 
Roloff, who raced one of just two 
Kawasakis in the Formula USA Series. 

“We opted for a different bike and 
it worked out," Roloff said. “But it 
looks like we're going to have to have 
more horsepower next year. We don't 
need just a can anymore. We need a 
chemist.”’ 

Roloff was speaking of the need for 
exotic fuels for next year’s Formula 
USA Series. However, as it turned 
out, he won’t have to worry about it. 

Polen’s bike hadn’t even cooled off 
when Willow Springs track owner 
Bill Huth announced that the series 
will no longer be unlimited. Only 
racing gas is to be used in next year’s 
series. Turbochargers were also ban- 
ned; Huth cited safety reasons for the 
changes: 

Roloff won $3000 in cash, a Toyota 
pickup and a solid gold belt buckle 
(weighing eight ounces) for the cham- 
pionship. e.

"American the

1987 Harley-Davidson Low Rider 














Once you have made it to the pinnacle of 
success that top-of-the-line Harley-Davidson 
ownership announces to the world, you 
have no real incentive to trade up anymore. 


For generations an old Harley 
was not much different from a 
new one, except that the new 
model marked you as an arri- 


viste, newly rich. Well, that has all 
changed with the arrival of the Evo- 
lution engine and the new spirit of 
competition in the Milwaukee head- 
quarters. Harley-D is one of the few, 
if not the only company that is solely 
in the motorcycle business (Cagiva 
might be another). Sure, H-D also 
makes bomb casings for the military, 
but I don't think that is a big part of 
their production. Harley has a faithful 
following, but every one of the faithful 
already owns a Harley or two or three 


How to get them to buy one more: 
Well, they don't have a FXLR Low 
Rider Custom yet . . . and maybe they 
should. 


Time was, when you bought a 
Harley, you were buying a motorcycle 
kit. All the pieces were there, but you 


had to cut them out of their casting 
flash and fill in the gaps and reas- 
semble them. Then you probably had 
to buy a store full of accessories to 
make them work right. Not anymore. 
New Harleys roll off the assembly 
line ready for the road or cycle show 
— stock. It is pretty hard to improve 
on thestyleor finish of the 1987 American 
motorcycle. 

Take the subject of this week's test, 
for example. What would I have to 
spend to make my 1978 Harley 80- 
incher as fine as the '87 FXLR? More 
than the price of the new bike? Prob- 
ably. That's what H-D Motor Co. is 
counting on — enticing the faithful 
back into the market with new mod- 
els as good as anyone could wish for, 
at a price that acknowledges that life 
is short, and you might as well make 
the most of it. 

This Harley is arranged like a 
beach cruiser bicycle. The handles 
meet you halfway, and the low seat 
cups your buns like a soft spoon. The 





pegs are right where your insteps 
want to be. It is very comfortable; the 
American version of an easy chair on 
wheels. 


As soon as you start the new engine, 
you start to shed your concepts of 
how a Harley behaves. The old famil- 
iar "tremble" survives, but tamed to a 
pleasant throb by rubber engine 
mounts. The traditional mellow bark 
of a big V-twin utters from the stag- 
gered dual exhaust pipes, but quieter 
than the past. And that 1s the only 
sound you hear. The metal-on-metal 
clatter is gone. The new Harley is 
mechanically silent. 

Even the primary and final drive 
have received the silent treatment. 
Nary a groan from the new diaphragm 
clutch or a rustle from the toothed 
belt drive. Power takeup is smooth 
and predictable with a light feel to 
the clutch lever. 

At a weight of only 610 pounds, 
slung low in the frame, the FXLR 
moves out nimbly. It handles very 
well at any speed. The skinny 21” 
front rib and the fat 16” rear Dunlop 
tires work well together so that steer- 
ing is light, traction sticky enough 
for swift cornering, and there is no 
deflection on rain-grooved pavement. 

All five gear ratios are well chosen 
and chunk audibly into place. The 
faster you ride, the smoother this 
Harley becomes. Those engine 
mounts really soak up the strokes. 
The suspension is sporty-stiff. 

All Harleys feel great on the 
straight, open road, but this one also 
likes life in the curvy canyons. I was 
not able to scrape anything but my 
toes. Even the clutch cover has been 
narrowed this year. The first thing a 
serious canyon bender would scrape 
would be a footpeg, and they fold, 
with steel balls on the bottom for that 
purpose. 

A trip down the quarter-mile drag 
strip at Los Angeles County Raceway 
in Palmdale, California, produced a 
15.173 second, 87.21 mph clocking. 
Nothing spectacular in this day and 
age of sub-11 second crotch rockets, 
but plenty strong enough to embar- 
rass most four-wheel vehicle opera- 


tors. 
This is a genuine Harley, with the 


accent on the Davidson. William G. 
Davidson designed the model to keep 
up with the competition on any road 
ride and kick ass in the parking 
mode. He even added a decorative 
woven-edge leather strap over the 
tank because Willie G. likes woven 
leather. 

Nits: H-D’s traditional padlock 
hasp steering lock looks pervious to

There's no 
helmet lock nor any place to store 
one. Guess Harley riders don't use 
helmets. 

Details: Headlight and clutch ad- 
justment are about as simple as can 
be. Maintenance and repair are de- 
signed to be easy. Brakes are strong 
and didn't squeal once. Three-point- 
eight gallon tank is good for about 
150 miles before going on reserve. 
Engine is designed to live on leaded 
or unleaded fuel. And it didn’t leak 
one drop of oil, ever. Honest! a

Dowell’s war 


It all boiled down to the last race of D-36’s 


cross country racing season — a double 
pointer with three riders in the hunt at the 
Monster Run, held in the Lemmon Valley 


desert area just north of Reno.

22 Sport-Cycle Suzuki RM250 held 


a tenuous 22-point lead over 
Lance McPhee with Ed Marchin1 just 
one more point with the title very 
much up for grabs.

“We all came here knowing what 
we had to do," related Dowell who 
would attack the race as hê would any 
other during the previous 19 events 
on his Dave Harris-tuned RM250. 
McPhee brought out his Walnut Creek 
CR500 Honda, while Marchini kept 
pace on his regular CR250 Honda. 

With dry conditions prevailing and 
morning temperatures in the teens, a 
good crowd was on hand for the three- 
hour race with Scott Henry's M-Star 
the first to the smoke bomb. Dave 
Porter was the first rider by the camp 
site with Marchini mired in the dust 
but close to McPhee and Dowell. 
McPhee had won the last two races 
and was a natural for this event. 
Porter never made a lap, returning to 
camp with a busted heim joint on the 
rear brake stay. 

McPhee finished the first lap in 
just over 32 minutes with a two- 
minute, five-second lead on Dowell 
and Marchini. Right behind was Greg 
Searle, Mike Harper and Jon Almberg. 
Jeff Irwin and his Interlink/Sun River 
Cycle Husky was back in 12th, and he 
wasn't liking the dust very much, 
while Alan Berluti limped in with a 
flat tire. John Dotson kept the Brown 
brothers at bay with Kevin leading 
Darroll, and Eddie Diaz found himself 
in front of Ken McKenzie. 

Starting the third lap, McPhee 
slowed as he went by the gas stop, 


taking off the gas cap and looking 


inside. But he didn't stop on what 
appeared to bea very low level of fuel. 
He decided it was enough and 
wheelied off into the desert with a 
two-minute lead on Dowell, Marchini 
and Harper, who got by Searle. 

McPhee pitted before starting lap 
four, but the Red Neck Rooster crew 
wasn't happy about the gas situation 
and brought him back in on the next 
lap. His lead was becoming monu- 
mental as both Harper and Searle 
were second and third with Marchini 
some 20 seconds ahead of Dowell. 
"We came up on some traffic in a 
difficult place to pass," said Dowell. 
"I[didn't want to banzai through and 
knock anybody off. I don't feel real 
comfortable in the dust and so I got 
passed. I knew that the championship 
would be gone if I stayed there, so I 
really buckled down when we got on 
a fire road." 


McPheereturned for the last splash 
of gas still leading by some three 
minutes with Marchini second with 
Harper pitting nearly five minutes 
back, and Dowell back to fourth but 


out of the points battle in that posi- 
tion. 

McPhee started his last lap with a 
four-minute lead on Marchini, while 
Dowell came by another two minutes 
back with Harper missing for some 
two more minutes. “The best sight of 
the day was when I came up on 
Harper," stated Dowell. “He was 
sitting on the seat, rather than stand- 
ing up and I knew he was having 
some troubles." 

With the checkered flying, Lance 
took the win with ease with Marchini 
second about five minutes back. Dow- 
ell came in some 30 seconds back 
with a lot of people indicating that 
he had won the war and Mac Robert- 
son displaying the number one sign 
on his pit board. Harper was just 
another 30 seconds back so the title 
chase turned out to be a very close one. 

"I want to thank Diablo Sport-Cycle 
and Hi-Point Racing along with Met- 
zeler, RK Chain and Jim Clapp, and 
A & A Racing's Chris Carter for their 
support. HRP gave us $500 worth of 
merchandise to distribute to today's 
event and so thanks to Steve Johnson 
for their help for the District," said 
Dowell. After some champagne toast- 
ing and congratulations shared, it 
was off to Boomtown and some gamb- 
ling with only a short three week 
break before the season starts on 
December 14. 

The class breakdowns had McPhee 
the overall and first in Open Expert, 
while Searle held on for second Open 
Expert on the Rich Thorwaldson, 
Big Valley Honda/EP Performance 
special. Kevin Brown and brother 
Darrol took third and fourth with 
Dave Bertram fifth in class over Eddie 
Diaz. 

Marchini had second overall and 
first 250cc over Dowell and Harper 
with Sven Stillmonk over John Dod- 
son and Conrad Stitser. Jerry Brown 
topped the OT Expert with Walt 
Feyling second. John Day brought in 
his Cagiva for third over Rich Chris- 
tian and Jack Coulombe. 

Dana Boyed brought in his four- 
stroke Husky for first Open Junior 
over Paul Funaro with Dan Ingram 
third. Mike Hodges topped the 250cc 
Junior on his EP Perm/Nevada M/C 
Special KTM with Joe Carter second.

The AMA Pro-Am Regional

racing in the 250cc Pro division. 


Liles came away with a perfect score 
after passing Hannah in the final 
seconds of moto two. 

Rodney Barr and Mark Ashworth 
copped overall wins 1n the 125cc and 
Open Pro divisions, respectively. Over 
200 riders, representing 11 states, were 
on hand for the event. 

The first 250cc Pro moto started 
out with a bang as Robbie Taylor 
and Gerald Wood shared the holeshot 
and tried to occupy the same line 
through the first two turns. Their 
handlebar banging ended in a crash 
as the pair exited the second turn. 
Taylor was shaken-up and DNF but 
Wood remounted for an eventual 
seventh place finish. 

Meanwhile, Barr took the lead and 
opened up a good lead. Liles and 
Hannah worked their way through 
traffic, and by the fourth lap, they 
had secured the second and third 
place slots, respectively, and were 
closing the eight-second lead held by 
Barr. One lap later, Barr found him- 
self in third as the Liles/ Hannah duo 
moved to the front. Liles held on in 
the remaining three laps to win over 
Hannah, Barr and Jeff Hicks. 

Hannah took an early lead in moto 
two while Liles had to come from 
behind. Near the halfway mark, Liles 
dropped Ohio's Hicks to third and 
set his sights on Hannah. Liles fol- 
lowed closely for three laps, then saw 
his chance in the back section of the 
Hannah-designed course. 

"I don't think Bob knew it was me 
behind him," said Liles. “I caught 
him alseep in a turn and dove under 
him." 

In the remaining half-lap, Liles 


held on for the win over Hannah. 
Hicks finished a distant third to net 
third overall ahead of David Kelley. 

Barr was unable to ride the second 
moto after re-injuring his ankle in 
125cc action. 

Barr notched a pair of hard-earned 
moto wins in 125cc Pro racing, shak- 
ing off a first turn spill at the start of 
moto one and winning a duel over 
Wood in moto two. Wood held on for 
runner-up honors ahead of Florida's 
Tommy Rios. 

Open Pro action saw Liles take the 
lead away from Robby Neeley only to 
DNF on the last lap with mechanical 
problems. Neeley took over to win 
ahead of Ashworth. 

Liles ran away with the second 
moto win while Ashworth made a 
heroic effort, holding on to second 
position despite a badly twisted knee.

Lemon Grove Yamaha/Suzuki/ 
KTM-sponsored Tom Moen 
took his KTM 500 to the overall 
win at the AMA District 38 


Tankslappers Wild Wizard Chase 
Hare Scrambles. Running second the 
whole race to Moen was Honda- 
mounted Todd Barnhill, putting in 
his best performance ever and serving 
notice to the top guns that he has 
arrived. 

The course started down a three- 
mile sandwash, then cut cross country 
using old courses and trails which 
made for very fast laps. The leaders 
were turning the 19.2 mile course in 
just over 22 minutes. This average 
speed of over 52 mph favored the 
Open class bikes, or so 1t seemed. 

On the start, Moen jumped off the 
line and began pulling away immedi- 
ately. With clear sailing, he figured 
he'd have an easy time as he made 
dust for everyone else, but Senior 
class rider Jack Neeley and his M-Star 
shot past a stunned Moen. “I couldn't 
believe how fast he was going; that 
bike must be geared incredibly high, 
said Moen after the race. 

Just past the bomb, Moen retook 
the lead and began riding like a man 
possessed. “Whenever you're in the 
lead, you think someone is going to 
get you, so 1 rode hard the whole race.” 
Steve Walker, Moen's closest com- 
petitor, crashed hard on the first lap 
and broke his Honda's triple clamps, 
slowing his pace and forcing a long 
pit stop to repair the damage.

Bruce Taylor's only chance to catch 
Bob Bell in the 125cc class points 1s to 
win all the remaining races. His 
riding reflected this fact as he followed 
early leader Nolin on the first lap 
then blitzed by into the lead. Taylor 
was on the ragged edge as he inched 
into third overall for a short time 
before settling into fourth overall 
and running away with the class win. 


Nolin, who never saw ‘Taylor pass, 
rode a conservative second lap assum- 
ing he had the lead. Once he was 
alerted of the situation it was too late 
and he had to settle for second, one 
minute behind Taylor.

Gravitt grabs 


Gobbler Getter 
Enduro

Allen Gravitt riding a new 1987 
KTM 250 MX masterfully over- 
alled round eight of the SETRA 
Enduro Series. Today’s race was 


also co-sanctioned with SERA and 
AMA. 

The first half of the enduro with its 
wide open trails seemed too easy and 
many riders and pit crews thought 
that this would be a very close and 
competitive run.

The 
order stayed the same for most of the 
race, with Sponseller and Lauten- 
backer pulling several lengths ahead 
of Wrecsics and Southard. Unlike 
last week’s race where she had trouble 
with the second turn, Lautenbaker 
trailed Sponseller by only two lengths 
throughout. About the 10th lap, 
Wrecsics tried to lap another rider in 
the second turn, only to get the wheels 
locked together, bringing out the red 
flag. 

With Bromley on the penalty line, 
Todd Stith grabbed the lead from 
Mike Varnes, Georgie Price and 
Kenny Mohler as the 125s left the 
second turn. The front three ran the 
entire 15 laps, with less than a length 
between them. The only change in 
the top three occured with two laps 
left, as Varnes bobbled slightly com- 
ing out of the fourth turn, giving 
Price the opening he needed to slip 
by for second spot. As he took the 
flag, Stith had a half length lead over 
Price. 

For the second week in a row, Hol- 
lister put his Bultaco in front of two 
other Buls with Van Rittenhouse and 
Charlie Majeski on the gas. About 
halfway, Majeski nudged his way by 
Rittenhouse for second, with Ritten- 
house stalling and dropping out for 
the second week. This gave third 7 
Jim Lynch until he fell coming out 
of the fourth turn with two laps left. 
In this survival test, Joe White took 
over third on his bellowing Harley 
Sprint, which he held off to take 
third. Hollister led Majeski across the 
line by a length. 

With Rodney Farris starting the 
final on the penalty line, Tom Majeski 
grabbed the lead from Steve Burk- 
holder and Eric Rausch as the 250cc 
Pro class got underway.

While Majeski was keeping 
his Yamaha in front and out of trou- 
ble, Kendig cut his margin down, try- 
ing an outside pass at the flag, com- 
ing up half a length short.

Twelve 250cc Pro and two Open 
Pro riders lined up for a com- 
bined gate that saw 250cc Pro 
Tyson Vohland and Brett 


Cahors scrap it out for the checkered 
flag in both motos, during CMC 
Motocross at the E Street MX. 

In moto one, KX rider Vohland 
grabbed a holeshot but lost the lead 
to Open Pro Joey Schlag, also on a 
green machine. Schlag led with Voh- 
land and Cahors right behind until 
he crashed on the second lap. That 
gave Vohland the front runner posi- 
tion with Cahors in second. Once he 
gained the lead, he began stretching 
it out leaving Cahors behind. Cahors 
worked the course from every angle, 
but was unable to make up the dis- 
tance and Vohland cruised to the 
win. 

Moto two saw Vohland tangle with 
another rider in the first turn allow- 
ing Honda-mounted Cahors to take 
the front and build up a sizeable lead.

The second moto looked like a 
repeat of the first with Smith and 
Gordon going at it again. Gordon 
holed it and kept the lead for the first 
lap. As they approached the levee 
jump, Smith took an inside line, 
grabbed a lot of air and came down in 
first place. Gordon wasn't going to 
give up so easily and continued to 
press. The tactic worked and on lap 
three Smith dumped it in a turn. 
Gordon passed, as did third place 
rider Tim Nobles. By the time Smith 
got up and running he had dropped 
back to a distant fourth.

Long Track Spdwy 
Championship to 
‘Moran

Shawn Moran, the 1983 World 
Long Track Champion, sur- 
vived a last lap scare to win the 
1986 Ascot Long Track Cham- 
pionship on the Agajanian family's 
legendary half mile oval. Moran's win 
in the event was staged before the 
largest crowd to witness the race in 
years. 

In addition to Moran, the entry list 
was star studded. Defending Cham- 
pion Lance King, U.S. National 
Champion Bobby Schwartz, Sam 
Ermolenko and John Cook were the 
pre-entered American Internationals. 
They were challenged by such south- 
ern California stalwarts as Mike Faria, 
Steve Lucero, Ronnie Correy and 
Gary Hicks. 

Cook, who has won two major 
events on the challenging track, was 
in Sacramento at 4:00 p.m. He thought 
the race was one night later and he 
just happened to call the Ascot office 
to get a hotel room for after the event. 
When informed that the race was just 
a few hours away he hopped on the 
first flight to Los Angeles, but failed 
to make it in time for his first ride and 
was relegated to an intermission 
Match race against Schwartz. 

Fach rider received two qualifying 
heats to score and earn points for one 
of the 12 spots in the semis. Schwartz, 
King, Faria and Moran all had perfect 
scores after the qualifying events and 
most fans figured that the night's big 
winner would be one of these four 
riders at the meeting's end. 

Schwartz hung tough with Faria in 
the first semi and he swept by him for 
the lead at the end of the second lap. 
That move propelled him to the 
eventual win in a race that also saw 
Faria and Ermolenko qualify for the 
main event. The second semi was 
taken by King over Moran and Lucero. 
King’s win had most fans thinking 
that he would wear the crown for the 
second consecutive year. 

Before the Division One main events 
took place the Support class riders 
engaged in their main event. Gary 
Dudley and Mark Hannah were having 
a good battle for first until Hannah 
bit the dust in the middle of the back 
chute on lap two. Hannah immedi- 
ately got up and walked off the track 
while Dudley powered his twin-cam 
Jawa the rest of the way for the win 
over Rick Livingston and David Diaz. 

Northern California’s Jim Sisemore 
passed Scotty Brown early in the Con- 
solation and he went on to post the 
win over Steve Furman and Brown. 
Correy emerged victorious in the “B” 
main ahead of Tony Briggs and Jim- 
my Gentile. 

The "A" main rolled onto the 
track consisting of Moran, Schwartz, 
Ermolenko, King, Faria and Lucero. 
Moran was on the pole and he got a 
spectacular start then roared into the 
lead ahead of Schwartz and King. 
Schwartz saw his hopes go up in 
smoke as they exited turn two on the 
opening circuit when his motor quit. 
King was then the only serious chal- 
lenge that Moran had left to face. 
King went to the outside in a bid to 
move by Moran for the lead at the end 
of lap one. Moran was equal to the 
challenge and he held off King but 
his lead seemed precarious to say the 
least. : 

King stalked Moran on lap two but 
he didn’t make a challenge until they 
came off turn two on the final lap. 
Then King dove inside and he got the 
best drive as they raced down the back 





chute. King pushed his front tire 
ahead and was zooming by when his 
engine suddenly revved and he coasted 
into the infield in turn three. Moran 
took back the lead and led the final 
two turns to take the title that he last 
won in 1980. Ermolenko was a distant 
second with Faria third and Lucero 
fourth. 

After the event ended it was learned 
thereason for King's motor to rev was 
a broken primary chain costing him 
his second straight championship. 

The Ascot event brought a close to 
the 1986 speedway season in southern 
California. Racing will resume early 
next March with the annual Spring 
Classic.

On the second loop 
Gerber and Adcock maintained their 
lead with a real battle developing for 
third, fourth and fifth, Strong and 
Maughan are one and two for the 
Desert overall points for 1986. Maug- 
han took over third place on the 
second loop, but dropped back to 
fifth soon after that with bike prob- 
lems.

Dubach dominates 
DeAnza MX Pros

SUNNYMEAD, CA. NOV. 9 
Yamaha rider Doug Dubach 
used a 1-2 combination to wrap 
up the 250cc Pro class win at 
DeAnza MX, today, beating 
Kawasaki pilot Jeff Matiasevich and 
Suzuki-mounted Mike Healey. 

The start of the first moto saw 
Suzuki Country's Luther French 
power his Suzuki in the lead followed 
by Dubach, Healey and Moto-X Fox's 
Matiasevich. By the end of the first 
lap, Dubach had taken over the lead 
while Matiasevich moved into second; 
French had control of third place 
ahead of Healey and Keith O'Neal. 

A lap later, Healey slipped into 
third and the three leaders battled for 
the remainder of the 15-lap race. 
Dubach kept his Yamaha wired 
throughout the moto, keeping Mati- 
asevich at bay. As they crossed the 
finish line, Dubach took the win 
ahead of Matiasevich, Healey, French 
and O'Neal. 

Round two belonged to Yamaha's 
Broc Glover, who only competed in 
the last half of the first moto. But it 
wasn't until the fourth lap before 
Glover was able to slip by first-moto 
winner Dubach and maintain his 
lead for the next 11 laps for the win. 
Dubach knew a second-place finish 
‘would be more than enough to claim 
the overall victory, so the Yamaha 
rider was content where he was and 
landed second in the moto for the 
overall. Matiasevich took a fifth-place 
start — one ahead of Healey — but 
had control of third by the end of the 
first lap. Healey chased Matiasevich 
every lap but couldn't find the hot 
line around the Kawasaki rider. When 
it was all over Dubach won followed 
by Matiasevich’s 2-3, Healey's 3-4 
and O'Neal's 5-5. Glover wound up 
taking sixth overall, via a 11-1. 

In the 125cc Pro class, it was Scott 
USA-sponsored Kyle Lewis (Honda) 
taking the early lead in the first moto 
ahead of Dubach, Matiasevich, Jimmy 
Palmer (Kawasaki), Dave Williams 
and Bader Manneh. 

All eyes were focused on the duel 
for the lead between Lewis and Dub- 
ach which lasted the entire race. Lewis 
led for 13 laps before Dubach finally 
stuffed his way into the lead. For the 
last two laps, Dubach kept Lewis in 
his wake for the hard-earned win. 
Matiasevich followed a little ways 
back in third ahead of Manneh, Palm- 
er and Williams. 

The second moto saw Matiasevich 
steal the holeshot for a short-lived 
lead. During the first lap, Manneh 
stuffed his Yamaha by Matiasevich 
and into the number one position. A 
few turns later, Dubach also slipped 
by Matiasevich and set after Manneh. 
For the first four laps, Manneh had 


command of the race while Dubach 
closely pursued, but during the fourth 
lap, Manneh dropped out handing 
Dubach the lead and Matiasevich 
second place. Dubach then put it in 
cruise control and flew home for his 
third moto win and second overall of 
the day. Matiasevich wound up tak- 
ing second overall ahead of Lewis 
and Palmer.

Semics snags Glen 
Helen MX win

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, NOV. 16 
Today’s CRC MX at Glen 
Helen featured an intense bat- 
tle between former factory pilots 
Gary Semics and Kenny Zahrt. 
Semics picked up wins in both motos 
of the 250cc Pro class, but had to fight 
off a number of challenges from 
Zahrt. 

Semics grabbed the holeshot in the 
first 250cc Pro moto, closely pursued 
by Zahrt. In the first three laps of the 
12-lap moto Zahrt was within two 
bike lengths of Semics, but near the 
midpoint of the race Semics had put a 
little distance on Zahrt. On lap seven 
Semics approached a pack of lapped 
traffic and Zahrt was able to reel in 
the leader. Zahrt turned up the pres- 
sure on Semics for a couple of laps, 
but as both riders encountered more 
lapped traffic late in the race Semics 
used the lappers to stretch out his 
lead over Zahrt. Semics maintained 
his lead to score the victory, Zahrt was 
second and Joe Engel was a distant 
third. 

In the second moto Zahrt scorched 
off the line and jammed into turn one 
with the lead, with Semics right on 
his rear fender. By lap two Zahrt had 
built up a small cushion on Semics, 
but Zahrt’s lead was short-lived. On 
lap three Semics blazed around Zahrt 
on the upper section of the course 
and took over the lead. Zahrt wasn’t 
giving up though, he was glued to 
Semics’ rear wheel and diced wheel- 
to-wheel with Semics several times 
on lap five. 

The leaders moved into lapped 
traffic just past the half way mark of 
the moto. Semics was able to slice 
through the slower riders with ease, 
but Zahrt got hung up momentarily 


in traffic and lost ground to Semics. 
Zahrt got aggressive late in the moto 
and began charging through traffic, 
whittling down Semics’ lead from 
five seconds to three, but it was never 
any closer than that. Semics took the 
win with Zahrt and Engel rounding 
out the top three positions. 

In the 250cc Novice class Mitch 
Brewer dominated both motos. Brewer 
grabbed the holeshot in each race 
then steadily pulled away to nail 
down the win. In the 125cc Beginner 
class Danny Fonteyn won both motos 
and scored the overall win.
